REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. 03 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

For example, in the remarks, the applicant argues that: "Applicant respectfully asserts that this processor-driven interaction 
between the peripheral device and the processor is not the same as uploading application software that comprises software for 
effectuating user-customizable settings, which enable user interaction with the peripheral device for customizing the operation 
of the peripheral device. In other words. Pleso appears concerned with processor-based "customization" of transferrring a 
device driver from a peripheral device to a host computer. In contrast, Applicant's claimed invention involves, inter alia, 
transferring application software from a peripheral device to a host computer, which application software comprises software 
for effectuating customization of settings by a user relative to the peripheral device's operation" (See remarks/arguments, pg. 
17, line 19 to pg. 18, line 10). Examiner's Response: In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show 
certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e.. application software 
comprises software for effectuating customization of settings by a user relative to the peripheral device's operation) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181. 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). That is. in 
claims 1. 18. 22 and 28. the operating system of the computer system gueries and uploads the application software, which 
comprises software for effectuating user-customizable settings with respect to operating said peripheral device. These claims 
do no recite that the USER is customizing the software. These claims merely reguire the computer system to guerv and 
upload the application software, which Pleso does. 2 
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
